Checking the 
Automopile Thief 


A unique system to check 
up on automobile owners and 
automobile thieves has been 
sluggested by Deputy Sheriff 
Dike Joslin of this county and 
on the face of it, it looks 
like a scheme that might work, 
and to good advantage. 

Joslin suggests ‘that every 
automobile owner be furnish- 
ed with a metal identification 
tag bearing his nane and 
license numbcr of. his ear, 
which would have to be pres- 
ented to all service stations 
and garages to purchase gas 
or secure service of any kind. 

The idea, according to Joslin 
would break up the automobile 
ring and the individuals de= 
pencins on motor. stripping 
for their livelihood would be 
frustrated if this became a 
law. 

According to Joslin a bill 
providing that such tags be 
furnished automobile owners 
and compelling service station 
and garage owners to ask to 
see the tags will be introduced 
at the next State Legislature, 
which meets next January. 

The proposed law would not 
work any great *nconvenience 
on the motoring public, ac- 
cording to Joslin. BS
